Type your letter if possible. If not, hand-write it as clearly and neatly as possible. 
Below, see the addresses of the newspapers to write. 
Include your home address and daytime telephone number.

Dear Editor: 
Open your letter by clearly stating your position and stick to one topic. 
State your supporting points briefly. Then restate your main point in closing. 


Keep the letter to about 250 words. Write the way you speak — in plain English, and stick to the 
facts. 


Sign your letter. 
Add a “P.S.” asking that your letter be published. 


If you haven't heard from the newspaper within a week, call the editorial-page editor and ask when 
you can expect to see your letter printed. 


If you work in field sales, please write your local newspaper(s) as well the address(es) below.

Points you can include in your letter: 


Big Government

Huge tax increases alone won't reduce youth smoking: according to data from the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control, 11 of the 13 states that raised tobacco taxes in the early 1990s saw an increase in 
youth smoking in the years that followed. 


98 percent of cigarettes sold are smoked by those of legal age; only 2 percent are smoked by minors. 
The new tax proposals would tax 98 percent to influence 2 percent. 


Washington bureaucrats say they are concerned about crime, but the new tax proposals on cigarettes 
would create an enormous black market in tobacco products. 


Taxes would be used to finance tax cuts for wealthy Americans and pay for new federal programs. 
More than half the taxes on cigarettes will be paid by people making less than $30,000 per year. 


The average smoker will pay $1,700 per year in cigarettes taxes. 


The new tax legislation on tobacco pending in Congress would affect nearly 2 million jobs. The 
livelihoods of 1.8 million Americans across the country are tied to tobacco — everyone from growers 
and manufacturers to industry suppliers, truckers and retail store clerks.

Dear Editor: 


As an American taxpayer, I've had enough of Big Government's attempt to go after Big 
Taxes. 


The taxes I’m talking about are the proposed new taxes on tobacco. The tax bills being 
considered in Congress would be the largest tax increase proposed in American history. 
I think it’s time for Americans to say no to Washington’s call for more and more taxes. 


Washington already makes more money from taxing cigarettes than tobacco companies do 
from selling them — and now Washington wants to increase its take fivefold on revenue 
from cigarettes. And this tax burden will be shouldered by 47 million American adults like 
me who smoke. Washington wants us to believe that the tax increase will only be $1.10 
per pack. But smokers will end up paying about $1,700 per year in cigarette taxes, and the 
price of cigarettes will rise from about $2-per-pack to about $5 per pack at the retail level. 


Not only that, but the proposed legislation will also create 17 new federal bureaucracies 
— more taxes for bigger government. 


We don’t need big government to tax us more, to tell us what to do, or what to buy or not 
buy. Today, it’s smokers. Who's next?

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TIPS — FRIENDS AND RELATIVES IN OTHER STATES 


e Ask friends and relatives to help you get word to their elected officials in Washington. 


e Provide them with the names of Senators for their state. If they don’t know the name of their 
Representative, they can call 1-800-665-9273 at R.J. Reynolds Tobacco. An automated line with step- 
by-step instructions will provide the appropriate legislators. 


e Use the message points on the back of this page to suggest information they can use in their letters. 


e Assure them that the letter can be short — two or three sentences to make their point will be 
sufficient. 


» Let them know that you will be checking back with them in a week’s time to find out who they wrote, 
e Thank them for their help. | 


e If you need a Congressional list for your own use, please refer to the RJR intranet or Reynolds 
Tobacco’s web site (www.RJRT.com) on the Internet.

e Letters should be typed or handwritten as clearly and neatly as possible. 


s The writer should include their home address. 
e Date the letter. 


e Include an inside address — address your letter to:
